THE proud father of a brave 
schoolgirl who took part in this year’s 
Race for Life while terminally ill, is to 
run the London Marathon in her 
memory.

Maggie, a former pupil at Hedingham 
School, was only diagnosed with 
cancer last December, after 
complaining of bad stomach pains 
which at first were put down to 
indigestion. 

Mr Vale said: “Maggie was amazing, 
once she had her wig on and her 
makeup on you would never have 
known she was ill. 

“She was so brave and handled it all 


really well. We tried to make her last 
summer as special as we could.” 

The schoolgirl attended the Race for 
Life event at Braintree in July, 
intending to support a group of 
teachers from her school who were 
taking part, but ended up completing 
the event herself, despite being 
gravely ill. 

Dad John said he wanted to do 
something in return for all the 
kindness and support that Maggie 
had received. He said: “We were in 
the local pub and after a bit too much 
to drink Jackie said she would do the 
marathon if I did and I agreed.

TWO men have been 
jailed for launching a 
vicious attack which 
left a builder fighting 
for his life. 

Ryan Griffin, 23, who 
stamped on the head of his 
victim - self-employed 
builder Paul Fitch - was 
sentenced to four years and 
three months while Daniel 
Batt, 27, who had struck the 
first blow, was jailed for 21 
months. 

On Friday, Ipswich Crown 
Court was told how Mr 
Fitch had been standing 
with a group of friends at a 
kebab stall in High Street, 
Haverhill, on the evening 
last July when Batt had 
begun arguing with him. 

Prosecutor Richard Potts 
said that without warning 
Batt, of Chimney Street, 
Hundon, had punched Mr 
Fitch in the face, sending 
him unconscious to the 
ground. 

It was then that Griffin, 
of Barton Grove, Keding- 
ton, had joined in, stamping 
on Mr Fitch’s head while he 
was “out for the count” and 
defenceless, said Mr Potts. 

At Addenbrooke’s 


Hospital, Cambridge a CT 
scan revealed that Mr Fitch 
had suffered a fracture to 
his skull and a large blood 
clot had formed on the 
surface of his brain. 

As a result he underwent 
a five-hour operation to 
remove the clot, received 30 
staples in his scalp, and 
spent four days in hospital. 

Because of the attack Mr 
Fitch estimated he had lost 
£15,000 worth of work and 
was still unable to lift 
heavy weights because of 
dizziness and had 
experienced problems with 
his hearing. 

Griffin had initially 
denied a charge of assault 
occasioning grievous bodily 
harm but later changed his 
plea to guilty. 

Batt maintained his 
innocence and stood trial in 
October but was convicted 
by a jury on a charge of 
assault causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

David Pickersgill, mitig¬ 
ating, said: “It is very clear 
that six months down the 
line since his remand he is 
extremely ashamed and 
sorry of his role in this 
offence. 

“He says he has no 


memory of the events and 
does not know where this 
came from. He has never 
done anything like this 
before.” 

Griffin had consumed a 
large quantity of alcohol 
and had also taken cocaine. 

Batt, who had also been 
drinking, accepted that he 
had been the first to use 
violence that evening, said 
Matthew McNiff, mitig¬ 
ating. 

But the incident had been 
out of character, said Mr 
McNiff. He said: “He is 
ordinarily a hard-working 
man who will reason and 
discuss and not hit out and 
abuse.” 

Batt had now signif¬ 
icantly reduced his alcohol 
intake. 

Judge John Holt told 
them that without emer¬ 
gency surgery to remove 
the blood clot from Mr 
Fitch’s brain, the results of 
the attack could have 
proved fatal. 

He said there was an 
underlying theme of viol¬ 
ence linked to alcohol in 
both of Batt and Griffin’s 
cases and that the attack on 
Mr Fitch had been entirely 
unprovoked.

In an open air event at 
Stowmarket the band 
appeared with Pink 
Floyd, but found their 
psychedelic era music 
was not their style. 

John said: “I always felt 
if you weren’t on any 
chemical enhancement 
programme you didn’t 
stand a cat in hell’s 
chance of enjoying it, 
although I have to say 
that the light show that 
accompanied it was 
fantastic.” 


As well as raising cash 
for charity, he hopes his 
story will inspire 
youngsters of today to 
follow their creative 
urges, rather than 
getting their kicks from 
binge drinking and 
taking drugs. 

He said: “We were 
around when all the 
drugs were around, but 
none of us touched 
them, not one. 


“We just loved what we 
were doing, it was so 
rewarding and exciting. 
We didn’t need to look 
for excitement in other 
areas.”

‘Nightmare goes on’ 
for death crash family

THE family of a grandfather 
killed in a crash with a drug- 
driver face more heartbreak in a 
legal battle over his home, money 
and possessions in Bulgaria. 

Don McCallum, aged 75, was on his 
way to visit his family in Haverhill for 
Christmas last December and meet his 
11-week-old great-grandaughter for the 
first time, when he was hit by a car 
driven by Helen Nunn of Ditton Fields, 
Cambridge, who admitted taking amphet¬ 
amines before getting behind the wheel. 

She was convicted of causing his death 
by careless driving last week and will be 
sentenced next month. 

Mr McCallum’s son, also called Don, of 
Aragon Road, said although Nunn’s 
conviction had brought some closure to 
the family, they were angered that she 
had pleaded not guilty 

He said: “We had a six-day trial and I 
was pleased with the outcome, but the 
woman showed no remorse, none. She 
admitted taking drugs, but did not think 
it would have affected her driving.” 

“The whole thing has been a complete 
nightmare for us. My father had been liv¬ 
ing in Bulgaria after looking after my 
mother for seven years with Alzheimer’s. 
He was coming back here to live, plann¬ 
ing to sell his flat there in the New Year. 

“I was going out that night for my 
Christmas drink with him and the next 
thing I knew I was identifying his body in 
the morgue. It was a pretty awful time 
and it made my sister ill.” 

He added that the family also faced the 
prospect of a court battle in Bulgaria. 

He said:“When I went to his flat in 
Bulgaria there was a woman there who 
said she was looking after it for him. 
Then I found out she’d been to a solicitor 
and said he had given the flat to her. Now 
there are two court cases pending out 
there and I will have to go back for that. 

“It’s bad enough losing your father like 
this but for us it is just a nightmare that 
goes on.”

Sex attack accused 
pleads not guilty 


A MAN has appeared in court 
to deny two sexual offences 
against young girls and will 
go on trial next year. 

Michael Collyer, 38, app¬ 
eared at Ipswich Crown Court 
last Thursday to plead not 
guilty to the sexual assault 
and attempted sexual assault 
of a girl aged under 13. 

He is accused of attacking 
two 12 year olds as they 
walked along a footpath on 
the disused railway line near 
Water’s Edge, Haverhill, on 
July 24. Neither girl can be 
identified for legal reasons. 

Collyer, of Hundon Place, 


Haverhill, also pleaded not 
guilty to charges of poss¬ 
ession of indecent images of 
a child and making indecent 
images of children. 

During the hearing Collyer, 
dressed in a blue sweatshirt 
and jeans, spoke only to 
confirm his name and enter 
his not guilty pleas. 

No date was set for his trial. 
He will next appear in court 
in January for a preliminary 
hearing. 

Judge Neil McKittrick 
remanded Collyer in custody 
until his next appearance. He 
made no application for bail.

Ward shut by 
vomiting bug 


A WARD at West Suff¬ 
olk Hospital has been 
shut to new admissions 
after several patients 
became ill with 
norovirus. 

Eight patients on ward G4 
with symptoms of the highly 
contagious diarrhoea and 
vomiting virus, have been 
isolated to stop the illness 
from spreading, while 
visitors with symptoms of 
the virus have been urged to 
stay away 

Norovirus, also known as 
the winter vomiting virus, 
causes sickness for only one 
to two days, but is still 
contagious for some time 
afterwards. 

Dr Caroline Barker, the 
hospital’s infection control 
expert, said: “Every year 
there are cases in the comm¬ 
unity which transfer to the 
hospital. 

“Because the virus has an 
incubation period of several 
days, people are often 
unaware that they are carry¬ 
ing it until after they have 
passed it on. 

“We are managing the 
current cases using our 
stringent infection control 
policies. Our cleaning staff

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have also been working hard 
to make sure enhanced 
cleaning takes place on the 
affected ward. 

“We would advise anyone 
who has had diarrhoea or 
vomiting to stay away from 
the hospital for at least 72 
hours after they have 
recovered, even if they feel 
better. Otherwise they run 
the risk of unknowingly 
passing the highly contagious 
illness on to someone who is 
already sick.” 

Dr Barker added: “Anyone 
who visits the hospital 
should be vigilant and take 
care to clean their hands. 

“If they are visiting the 
affected ward, they should 
use soap and water when 
they arrive and before they 
leave as alcohol gel is not 
effective.” 

People suffering from 
norovirus are advised to stay 
at home, drink plenty of 
water and take paracetamol 
tablets to relieve a temp¬ 
erature. 

Those who are very young, 
very old or frail or are having 
problems with dehydration 
may need to attend hospital.

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Region picked to trial 
bus ticket smartcards

BUS passengers will soon be 
able use a “smartcard” travel 
scheme. 

It will soon be possible for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire customers to put pre-paid 
credit on their own card and “touch 
in” when they get on a bus, as with the 
Oyster card system which has been 
highly successful across London’s 
transport network. 

New machines fitted in Cambridge 
last weekend will be able to take the 
cards, and similar work will be carried 
out in Huntingdon this weekend. 

Conventional tickets will still be 
available. 

Passengers will be able to top up 
their account online, on the bus, by 
direct debit, or in travel centres, and 
although only multi-trip passes such 
as Stagecoach’s Megarider will be 
available at first, a “pay-as-you-go” 
format could follow. 

Stagecoach will carry out trials at 
the start of next year and introduce 
the scheme across the county when the 
guided busway opens - which is 
expected to be sometime in spring. 

Andy Campbell, managing director 
of Stagecoach Cambridgeshire, said 
smartcards would make travel quicker 
and simpler. 

He said: “The biggest benefit is the 
ease of using it. You can just keep the

card and top it up as and when you use 
it. Hopefully you will be able to use 
direct debit, so you will have a ‘bus 
pass for life’.” 

Pensioners will be able to have their 
free bus pass loaded onto a card. 

Cambridgeshire has been selected as 
the first area outside London to trial 
smartcards on buses. An experiment 
for trains is being carried out in the 
South West of England. 

Whippet Coaches, which mainly 
covers the Huntingdonshire area, has 
also been in touch with Cambridge¬ 


shire County Council about the 
scheme. 

Paul Nelson, the council’s public 
transport manager, said: “We have 
been approached by bus operators who 
run buses throughout the county 
about introducing a smartcard ticket¬ 
ing service. 

“We are really keen to bring these 
new initiatives to the county and will 
be working with operators in the next 
few months to see what we can do to 
make travelling on public transport in 
Cambridgeshire faster and easier. 


22 per cent hike 
in jobless figures 


THE number of people out 
of work in Cambridgeshire 
has risen sharply - with a 
22 per cent increase in 
people claiming unemploy¬ 
ment benefits in a year. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has confirmed that 
nearly 1,000 more people 
are claiming jobseekers’ 
allowance in the county 
than a year ago. 

In October last year 4,451 
people were claiming the 
benefit, but by last month 
that figure had soared to 
5,435. 

The council also says its 
latest figures show that in 
the last three months four 
major Cambridgeshire 
employers have shed more 
than 250 jobs - bringing the 
total job losses to nearly 750 
since April. 

And figures released by 
the Government last week 
show the East of England 
has lost more than 5,000 
jobs, and 140,000 people are 
out of work - about 4.8 per 
cent of the active 
workforce. 

However, John Bridge, 
chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Chambers of 
Commerce, says while the 
figures may seem alarm¬ 
ing, he believes the area is 
weathering the credit 
crunch better than other 
parts of the UK. 

Mr Bridge said: “Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, of course 


includes the Fenland area, 
so it’s difficult to predict 
exactly where the job losses 
are coming from. 

“There are lots of diff¬ 
erent economies in the 
county and in some parts, 
often in the city itself, 
employers are still strugg¬ 
ling to find employees of 
the right quality, although 
they are telling us they are 
getting more applications 
for jobs. 

“Clearly there are people 
being impacted by the 
downturn and there are 
pockets of severe difficulty, 
but there are new jobs 
coming what with Phillips 
and Kodak coming to the 
area with their research 
departments.” 

He said it was a 
challenging environment 
and he expected more 
unemployment in the 
coming months. 

Cllr Jill Tuck, leader of 
the county council, said: 
“We believe that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is potentially 
well placed to weather the 
economic storm, but we 
want to reassure the local 
community that we are 
doing everything we can to 
ensure the county’s econ¬ 
omy remains buoyant and 
vibrant.”

What sort of tree 
will you put up? 


IT won’t be long 
before it is time to 
go shopping for a 
Christmas tree so 
it’s worth thinking 
about what type of 
tree you are going 
to buy 

The most popular, the 
Nordmann fir, is likely 
to be more expensive 
than in previous years, 
growers are warning. 

About 8.5 million 
trees are sold in this 
country every Christ¬ 
mas, of which half are 
Nordmann firs. 

Imports of the pop¬ 
ular tree, which is 
grown in Denmark, 
have dropped because a 
ruling by the European 
Union to scrap sub¬ 
sidies has put many 
growers out of 
business. 

“Last year the Danes 
had reduced the 
numbers of Nord- 


manns ( Abiesnord- 
manniana ) they were 
sending, although a 
number of big whole¬ 
salers and garden 
centres had long-term 
contracts which meant 
they were still coming 
in in quantity,” says 
Roger Hay, secretary of 
the British Christmas 
Tree Growers 

Association. 

“Numbers of Nord- 
manns imported from 
Denmark has fallen 
from 1.5 million last 
year to 500,000 this year. 
We grow them increas¬ 
ingly over here but 
they take about 10 
years to grow to a sale¬ 
able size. Expect to pay 
between £30 and £40 for 
a 6-7ft Nordmann. 

“They will still be 
available in garden 
centres and major 
retailers, but it will be 
the smaller outlets 
which are likely to have 
reduced supplies. 


“As a result some of 
the other trees have 
come into the frame to 
replace them at Christ¬ 
mas, such as Scots pine 
or Lodgepole pine. 
They are super trees 
and the best holders of 
needles. 

“They have a great 
smell, a good shape and 
don’t take up any more 
room than a Nord¬ 
mann.” 

Follow these tips to 
buying and maintain¬ 
ing the perfect Christ¬ 
mas tree: 

■ Cut trees should be 
fresh when purchased. 
The needles should not 
be dull and dried up 
and the branches 
should not be brittle. 
The outer needles 
should not fall off if 
the tree is gently 
shaken. 

■ After you have 
bought your tree it 
should be kept outside 
in a cool shaded place,

preferably standing in 
water, until it is 
required indoors. 

■ Before bringing the 
tree indoors, cut about 
half an inch off the 
trunk to open up the 
pores and mount it in a 
water-holding stand. 

■ Keep the container 
topped up with water - 
an average tree can 
drink a pint a day Don’t 
stand it near a radiator, 
or it may dry out. 

■ If you want to grow 
your tree on, invest in a 
bare-root or container- 
grown tree with its 
roots growing in the 
pot, slowly acclimatise 
it to the open by putting 
it in a sheltered spot 
initially, before 
planting in its final 
home.

Christmas shoppers 
urged to avoid ‘sharks’ 


SHOPPERS under press¬ 
ure from the credit 
crunch are being warned 
not to get bitten by loan 
sharks just to pay for 
Christmas. 

As part of National Con¬ 
sumer Week, Suffolk Trading 
Standards has issued the warn¬ 
ing, together with Citizens 
Advice, and the Birmingham 
Illegal Money Lending Team. 

Experts from the Govern¬ 
ment-funded Illegal Money 
Lending Team say they expect 
to see an increase in people 
borrowing cash illegally in the 
run up to Christmas due to the 
economic crisis. 

The Birmingham team was 
set up in 2004 as a pilot project 
to search out and prosecute 
illegal money lenders. It has 
since wiped out more than 
£7.5 million of illegal debt 
owed by some of society’s

poorest people, helped more 
than 6,000 victims, and secured 
prison sentences totalling 33 
years for illegal money lending. 

Cllr Joanna Spicer, Suffolk 
County Council’s Portfolio 
Holder for Public Protection, 
said: “Many people find them¬ 
selves under pressure at this 
time of year to spend more 
than they have. This year 
particularly, many will find 
themselves falling into finan¬ 
cial difficulty and may not be 
able to see a way out. 

“The credit crunch is hitting 
many people in a number of 
ways and Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil along with its partners will 
be coming together in Decem¬ 
ber to decide how best we can 
help those feeling the pinch. 

“In the meantime, through¬ 
out National Consumer Week 


this year Suffolk Trading 
Standards will deliver a num¬ 
ber of free workshops in which 
people can come along and 
speak to a member of staff, in 
confidence, and gain money 
saving tips and advice about 
budgeting for the festive season 
and beyond. 

“We want to make sure those 
who may need extra money this 
year get help the right way and 
are not turning to loan sharks.”

Spring’s here thanks to Sport! 


SINCE the clocks went back 
I’ve been in a permanent 
state of sleepiness. 

Toying with the idea that I could 
be tired because I sleep too much I 
started going to bed later, but after 
a week of feeling equally as tired I 
have reverted back to my old 
routine and continue living in a 
winter-induced slumber. 

But one particularly frosty 
morning last week as I scraped 
clear the window to the blushing 
Suzuki Swift Sport, the thought of 
driving the Japanese company’s 
latest hot hatch certainly put a 
spring into my step. 

Until 2005 when the newly styled 
Swift came out the model was 
generally considered an affordable 
motoring option with a cheap and 
cheerful price tag. Its design was 
neat, yet maybe a little dated, but it 
was an affordable runaround. 

The current Swift Sport however, 
is in a whole different league. At 
£11,915 it is one of the more afford¬ 
able hot hatches on the market, and 
it is very fun to drive, making it 
much more then just a reliable 
runaround. Even with the icy 
temperature the 1.6-litre engine 
sprung to life and purred like a

martin 

contented cat. The capable engine 
is competent but needs encourage¬ 
ment to reach its capability of 0- 
60mph in just under nine seconds. 

The Swift’s stiff suspension 
makes for a slightly hard ride but 
with a top speed of 124mph and 
123bhp, it has plenty to give. The 
engine is responsive, particularly 
in the lower gears and the five- 
speed gearbox gives short, accurate 
changes. The Swift is great in town 
where the optional parking sensors 
make fitting into small spaces easy 
and its eager nature allows you to 
nip freely in and out of traffic. 

Suzuki has obviously taken some 
style advice from the Mini Cooper - 
a bit like a little sister looking up to 
her older sibling for fashion and 
make-up tips. But instead of 
making the younger sister 
mistakes and applying a bit too 
much of the wrong shade 


foundation, the Swift’s styling is 
spot-on. 

Instead of the square lines seen 
on the earlier models it has curves 
in all the right places, making it 
look more cheerful than its harsh 
predecessor. The twin-exhaust and 
spoiler confirm its sports car 
credentials, as do the sparkling, 17- 
inch wheels and its low 
positioning. 

Inside is attractive too. Firstly 
there are those two deep-bucket 
seats in the front, which are 
extremely comfortable and, despite 
being large, still leave enough 
space in the two rear seats for back 
seat passengers to be contented too. 
There’s plenty of headroom too! 

The steering wheel is quite large 
and thick which makes for a steady 
drive, especially in the corners, 
and the minimal interior is 
brought to life with racy red 
stitching on the steering wheel and 
doors. The indicators are solid and 
the digital heating is effective, 
making it all the more comfortable. 

As one of the lower priced super¬ 
minis on the market the Swift has a 
high retained value of 39 per cent - 
impressive in comparison with the 
Nissan Micra 1.6 (33 per cent), the 
Citroen C2 1.6i VTR (32 per cent)

and the Colt 1.5 CZT (30 per cent). 
However the Mini One is still the 
cream of the crop in terms of 
holding its price with a staggering 
62 per cent retained value on the 
1.4 version and just a £10 higher 
price tag then the Swift at £11,925.
